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THE VALUE OF A PURE 
BRED SIRE. 
By E. G. BAILEY. 

There is probably no better way 
in which an average dairyman can 
invest his money than in a pure bred 
sire. Nearly every ambitious dairy- 
man hopes that at some time or 
other he will be the proud owner of 
a pure bred herd, or at least of a 
number of good grades. ‘the bull, 
being in every sense of the word half 
of the herd, should be considered as 
important in the breeding-up process 
as the entire number of cows, wheth- 
er there are five or forty. Hence, the 
first logical step is to buy some good 
pure bred bull of a well-known line 
of breeding, as that will be possible 
at a much smaller expense than the 
replacing of the scrub or grade cows 
by purebred females. 

If there is any doubt in the mind 
of the prospective breeder as to the 
profit obtained from such an invest- 
ment, let him consider a few actual 
figures. It is perfectly reasonable 
to expect that the pure bred sire will 
mMerease the yield of his daughters 
by an average of two pounds per 
milking over that of even the fair 
grade dam. This means four pounds 





‘resist the desire to buy at least one 





during the three hundred day milk- 
ing period. Estimating the value of 
the milk at $1.25 per hundred pounds, 
the daughter’s yearly production will 
be increased by fifteen dollars over 
that of her dam. This increase should 
be maintained for at least six years, 
making the total production of the 
daughter ninety dollars more than 
that of the dam simply because she 
has a pure bred sire. Considering 
that there are forty cows in the herd, 
there will be an average of twenty 
heifer calves of which two-thirds, or 
thirteen, will probably be raised. 
Hence the value of the first genera- 
tion of calves alone, will be increased 
by $1,170 because of the $150 invest- 
ed in the better sire. These figures, 
though perhaps a bit astonishing, are 
really conservative. Since the pure 
bred bull will cost no more to keep 
than would a scrub, the figures show 
that from the first generation of 
calves the owner will receive more 
than a thousand dollars as interest 
and payment on his investment of 
$150. Then, too, there is the continu- 
ally increasing value of the herd to 
be considered, for the third genera- 
tion will be better even than the sec- 
ond. Such qualities as persistence 
in milking and uniformity of type 
would be constantly bred into the off- 
spring by a better sire. 

Certain it is, that with a grade 
pull bred to grade cows, a man can 
never hope to improve the general 
average of his herd. It must, of 
course, be admitted that a pure bred 
herd can not be developed even by the 
use of a registered sire on grade cows, 
yet most men who buy a pure bred 
bull sooner or later become the own- 
ers of pure bred herds. Few men can 


registered cow, after the bull has 
been purchased, and it is surprising 
to note how few years are required 
to establish a splendid little herd from 
the two foundation animals. 

W. J. Frazer, Chief of Dairy Hus- 
bandry, University of Illinois, makes 
the striking statement that the dairy- 
man could not afford to keep a scrub 
bull if the animal were given him, 
if he were paid for boarding him, 
and given a premium of one hundred 
dollars per year for using him. He 
says farther that if the heifer calves 
are to be raised for dairy purposes 
there is absolutely no reason on earth 


price annually for maintaining that 
tradition. “The scrub bull is the 
most expensive and extravagant piece 
of cattle flesh on the farm. He does 
not stop at being merely worthless, 
but will lose the farmer the price 
of two or three good bulls every 
year he is kept.” Scrub bulls, even 
more than scrub females, are a detri- 
ment and a disgrace to the dairy 
business, and at best are fit only for 
the butcher’s block. In conclusion, 
Mr. Frazer advises farmers by all 
means to get a good dairy sire, even 
if it is necessary to sell two or three 
cows to do so; for the improved sire 
is without question the most econom- 
ical investment in any dairy herd. 
All pure breds were originally de- 
veloped by the constant selection and 
mating of a desired type. Thus it is 
possible for each owner of a pure 
bred sire to develop a breed, as it 
were, on his own farm, simply by 
persistent breeding of purebred sires 
of the same blood on the best result- 
ing females. In-breeding and even 
close line-breeding frequently have 
disastrous results, hence an occa- 
sional introduction of new blood in 
the form of a new sire, will be nec- 
essary. Any back step, or any vi0o- 
lent outcross in the breeding opera- 
tion, however, will often set all pre- 
vious work at naught. Scrub, grade, 
and even cross-bred sires should 
be absolutely discarded by all breed- 
ers, for it is never possible to tell 
what characters they will breed into 
their offspring. If enough topcrosses 
are put on in succession, the grade 
will surely reach the plane of the 
purebred, even though it is not possi- 
ble to register the resulting progeny. 
There is a world of difference even 
in the external appearance of the 
pure bred bull and that of the com- 
mon scrub type, so numerous even 
in Wisconsin. In fact, this great 
difference is exceeded only by that in 
their actual values as breeders. It 
is only the gradual introduction’ of 
pure bred sires which has placed Wis- 
consin in the lead as a dairy state, 
and it is only a continual improve- 
ment in breeding which will keep 
her there. We have yet to find the 
man who feels that his improved bull 
did not bring him royal returns, and 
no man, to our knowledge, has ever 
regretted the day that he bought his 
first good, pure bred sire—The Wis-

Dairy Ispector, Ohio Dairy and 
Food Department. 

The Ohio Dairy and Food Depart- 
ment is charged not only with the 
enforcement of the laws enacted - 
against the sale of adulterated foods, 
deleterious to health, or those entail- 
ing fraud, but also with those laws 
regulating sanitary conditions in the 
production and handling of goods. 

Inferiority in goods may not only 
arise by the using of cheap ingredi- 
ents in their manufacture and mak- 
ing them appear as the genuine, 
(such as oleymargarine and _ reno- 
vated butter, if sold as butter), but 
may be conferred by their produc- 
tion under unclean, unhealthful, and 
unsanitary conditions, 

As the production of milk is an act 
of producing food, its relation to the 
sanitary laws is obvious, and it is 
clearly shown that surroundings 
should be kept pure and clean. 

As population increases the demand 
for high grade dairy products becomes 
greater, and the production and hand- 
lind of milk and its products under 
clean and sanitary conditions is more 
and more important. 

Consumers, as a rule, will pay 4 
better price for the goods they know 
to be genuine, clean and wholesome. 
To obtain such products we must 
start with the cow and her surround- 
ings. 

The herd should be kept in perfect 
health, and all sickly cows removed 
from the rest until cured. Each cow 
should be kept clean by carding and 
brushing daily, and the udder wiped 
with a damp cloth before milking. 
These measures are very important 
from a bacteriological point of view, 
as fine hairs, dandruff and dust fall- 
ing into the milk while milking, will 
contaminate it, cause it to sour much

more quickly and give rise to the 
spread of diseases. These fine parti- 
cles, as can be imagined, can not be 
strained out. Milk is almost a per- 
fect soil for the growth of bacteria, 
and many diseases have been traced 
directly to the milk supply. 

Ventilation and lighting ef stables 
have an important bearing upon the 
health of the cows. It is urged that 
500 cubic feet of air space per cow 
be arranged for in the construction of 
barns, and provision be made for, 
at least, one square foot of light for 
each four square feet of floor sur- 
face. It is equally important to keep 
the walls, ceilings and all interior 
wood work absolutely clean, and lib- 
erally whitewashed. 

Floors should be constructed of im- 
permeable material, thoroughly clean- 
ed daily, and manure removed to a 
distance of at least 40 feet from the 
stables. The yards in some dairies 
are found to be imporperly drained 
and cows are compelled to wade in 
deep mud and filth. This condition must 
be severely condemned. If the yard 
is too low, it should be filled up with 
earth or other suitable material. Ac- 
cumulation’ of manure near the sta- 
bles in wet weather also causes con- 
ditions wholly out of place where 
food is produced or collected. 


Another important item in caring 
for the herd is the water supply. Too 
often it is found that cows have no 
access to pure water, but are com- 
pelled to drink stagnant pond or creek 
water. In view of the fact that cow’s 
milk naturally contains from 86 to 
88 per cent. of water, it is very obvi- 
ous that they need a plentiful supply, 
of the purest kind. They should have 
access to the watering place at any 
and all times, and the watering trough 
should, by frequent cleansings,, be

It would not be right to close with- 
out mentioning Mr. Peck’s attitude 
toward the tuberculin test. He has 
tested his animals year after year 
for tuberculosis, in fact we believe 
he has taken more care in making 
this test than in testing for butter 
records. Only a few animals have 
ever been bought into the herd and 
these only from tuberculin tested 
herds and all have been retested since 
coming into Mr. Peck’s posession. The 
result is that there are positively no 
reacters in the herd. This should 
be valuable information to any person 





who might wish to purchase a young

kept ‘free from al] dirt and foreign 
matter which commonly gain access. 

As stated above, the keeping of the 
stables, yards and cows in a clean 
and sanitary condition is necessary 
to produce first class milk or cream. 
This, however, would be of no use, 
if the person who milks, is allowed 
to go dirty. If his hands are not 
washed before milking, and he wears 
dirty clothes, particles of dirt will 
find their way into the milk, contami- 
nating it with all kinds of germs. The 
milk, also should be handled and 
stored in a place for this purpose, 
namely a milk-fouse. Much milk and 
cream is tainted’, after being collected 
sanitarily, by storing it in proximity 
to other material and foodstuffs, 
where it is exposed to all kinds of 
odors, thereby reducing its value to 
the ultimate consumer. 

The results of many prosecutions 
of milk dealers and producers show 
that occasionally a herd gives milk 
below the legal standard. As this, 
however, is not a good defense against 
prosecution, it becomes necessary for 
the producer to raise the content of 
butter fat in such milk, safely over 3 
per cent., as reuqired by law. In no 
better way can this be accomplished 
than by testing each cow’s milk, com- 
puting her production in pounds of 
butter fat, then weeding out the 
boarders. Thereby, the producer ful- 
fills a duty to himself as well as a 
requirement of the law. 

The careful producer of cream and 
butter aims to promote his own wel- 
fare by raising the standard of his 
product. Such procedure, if adopted 
by all, would lesson the hundreds of 
illicit sales of oleomargarine and ren- 
ovated or process butter, offences 
amenable to law. 

It is hoped that producers will con- 
tinue the advancement made in the 
production of dairy products, and in 
this we lend our hearty support. In- 








spection of dairies has resulted in a 
large improvement of conditions in a 
sanitary way, as well as increased 
prestige of the producer with the gen- 
eral public—The Agricultural Stu- 
dent.

there the farms will be found to be 
considerably run down in condition, 
clover much more difficult to grow 
than it was 40 or 50 years ago, 
drouths much more disastrous and the 
prices of land on a decline. All of 
these ill conditions may be directly 
traced to the depletion of original 
fertility. “How could this happen,” 
says the unthinking farmer, ‘“when 
cows have been steadily kept on these 
farms?” 

In the first place let us understand 
that there is about six dollars worth

not being clearly informed of what 
was going on in his soil and in not 
being alive also to the necessity of 
extra effort and expense on his part 
to put back that which he had taken 
out of his land. 

Another thing has happened. These 
old lands have gradually lost their 
humus, the element that holds two 
very important things in fertility, ni- 
trogen and moisture. Old farmers 
have noticed that these old farms 
have been growing lighter in color, 
drier, and “more feverish,” so to 
speak. This was because of a loss 
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of their humus. In addition they have 
grown acid, so much so that the 
growing of clover is becoming extra 
hazardous. What shall be done to 
correct this bad condition? 

1. Let every farmer address him- 
self at once to a study of his soil. 
Let him procure books on that ub- 
ject, thus to awaken his thought and 
enrich his understanding. His mind, 
as well as his land, needs fertilizing. 
Farmers have been doing an immense 
amount of ignorant unthinking farm- 
ing. 

2. Set to work at once to use 
ground limestone or marl—not burned 
lime—on his lands. Do not be spar- 
ing of the expense here. Mix land 
plaster, raw ground phosphate with 
the manure in the stables at the rate 
of a pint or so combined, to the cow. 
Wherever manure accumulates in 
piles sprinkle these two materials fre- 
quently in the manure. Plow under 
in the fall the second crop of clover 
or the last crop of alfalfa. Before 
plowing spread broadcast 1000 pounds 
of raw ground phosphate to the acre. 
If a light dredsing of manure is 
added before plowing, it will help. 
This to increase the humus content 
in the land. Pursue this course of 
taking annually from the milk rev- 
enue, as much money as the fertilizer 
elements it contains are worth to re- 
plenish the loss. 

3. Renew the humus as indicated; 
sweeten up these old sour lands. Plow 
from 8 to 10 or 12 inches deep. Face 
resolutely the proposition that it is 
our duty to so farm as to increase 
not decrease the fertility of our 
lands. Follow this course and in a 
few years these old _half-wornout 
farms will blossom with luxuriant 
crops as they used to when the pio- 
neer farmers first knew them. 

Dairy farming, like all other farm- 
ing, must not trust to itself alone for 
the conservation of fertility. It must 
be supplemented with intelligent 
thought and purpose.
